WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? | 


The Mitchelistown Riot is Dis- 
cussed in Parliament. 


MR. GLADSTONE AND HARCOURT SPEAK 


The Government Arraigned for Suppressing 
Meetings and the Constables De- 
nounced as Murderers. 


Lonpon, September 12.—Captain Plunkett’ 
in obedence to orders from Chief Secretary 

salfour, visited Mitchellstown,and assisted by 
detectives and by Magistrates. Raton and Sea- 
grave, had an informal mquiry, inspeeted the 
barracks and visited the wounded. Less tlran 
twenty police were actually injured, and only 
one seriously. Mr. Brunner sav he saw a dozen 
constables ‘attack one manfwith their batons. 
The man fell three of them with a blackthorne 
stick, He also saw a policeman pierce a house 
with his bayonet, while another constable 
thrust his bayonet into the rider. An inde- 
pendent eye-witness relates that when the 
first blow was struck it was impossible to con- 
trol the’ Tipperary men, who attacked the po- 
lice like furies. The air was thick with sticks 
but before the police reachod the barraeks 
their anger had cooled. The people made no 
attempt to reach the barracks. Six panes of 
glass in the barracks were broken from the in- 
side. The walls Dear evidence of a fusilade of 
stones, the lower half door was broken and 
there are many bullet marks in the walls op- 
posite. 

Mr. Labouchere, ina long letter describing 
the affair at Mitchellstown, says when he 
entered the barracks he found that the police 
had dragged two men inside and were beating 
them with bludgeons, as they lay face down- 
ward. Mr. Dillon had the greatest difficulty 
in preventing the chief constable from rushing 
out of the barracks with his men and shooting 
right and left. All were in a state of the 
greatest excitement. There were but a few 
people around the barracks. The police were 
perfectly safe. It is remarkable that the 
carman killed? had the previous day refused 
his vehicle to the police. Mr. Labouchere says 
that never in his life did- he come across so of- 
fensive aspecimen of an official with brate 
force at his back as Head Constable Brownrigg. 
Two men more unfit for the délicate duties 
could not be found on the globe than Seagravé, 
a weak creature who loses his head, and 
Browarigg, a bully, in whose eyes all ventur- 
ing to look askance at him ought to be shot. 
They are responsible for the deaths that oc- 
curred. 

As Mir. Gladstoneenteredthe house of com- 
mons this afternoon he was greeted with cheers 
by many thousands of persons who had gath- 
ered near the parliament buildings in antei- 
pation of the diseussion to take place on the 
Mitchellstomn affair. 

In the house of commons 
motion that the Louse go into committee “on 
the appropriation bill, Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt (liberal), called attention to the gen- 
eral policy of the government in Ireland, 
especially tothe invasion of the right of the 
people respecting the holding of pnblic meet- 
He demanded that the house be inform-

ed of the nature of the instructions given to | 


the police in Ireland regarding the linesdf 
action they.are to pursue with respect to pub- 
lic meetings; also, whether the report was true 
that General Redvers Buller had resigned his 
post of undersecretary for Ireland, and what 
were the reasons for his resignation. He 
claimed that the Irish people possessed, in 
common with the English people, 
the right to meet aud denounce the action of 
the legislative brant of the government and 
declared that attempts to prevent the hold- 
ing of such meetings violated the common 
law and the constitution and were a flagrant 
breach and denial of the fundamental ° princi- 
ples of both and were wholly incompatible 
with the existence of frec government or the 
rights of a free people. Some tory journals had 
suggested that machine guns ought to be used 
against the Irish people. [Cries of “what pa- 
per?”’] “The St. James Gazette,’’ answered 
the speaker, adding “‘a typical tory organ.’”’ 

“The most detestable and scandalous language 
has been nsed by the Times,’ Sir William 
went on, ‘for the express purpose of driving 
the Irish to revolt—language such as never be- 
fore degraded the press of afree country. If 
the advice of the unionist press had been fol- 
lowed, what between machine guns, evictions 
and tory Jandlords, soon very few Trish peeple 
would be left.’ He was confident, he said, 
that the Irish people would persist in the pru- 
denee and calmness they had already exhibit- 
If anything was dear to the English it was 
the right of public meeting, which the govern- 
ment was now trampling upon. Let the 
government try the experiment of their 
new doctrine upon the people 
of England; the country would,make short 
work of them. The heart of England was 
with the Irish in vindicating the right of pub- 
lic meeting and would support them until jus- 
tice was done. Meetings must continue to be 
held in all parts of Ireland. [Parnellites 
cheers.] If there was one lesson in the history 
of politics which was taught more than anoth- 
er, it was that a cause which could not bear 
open discussion was already lost. [Cheers. ] 
The government’s dread of ;public meetings 
would down their Lrish policy. 

Mr. Balfour, chief secretary for Ireland, an- 
nounced that a telegram had been received re- 
garding the affray at Lisdonvarna last night. 
The dispatch stated that five moonlighters 
were captured. Constable Whellan was killed 
and three others seriously hurt. A number of 
rifles and revolvers and a quantity of aimmuni- 
tien was captured. The five men captured 
were arrested inside the house of Farmer Sex- 
ton. Two more were identified to-day. Farm- 
er Sexton, whom the gang had meant to mur- 
der, had been summoned by the league and 
censured, and he had promised to surrender 
his farm, but did not doso. The gang. there- 
fore, entered his house and were about to shoot 
him when the policé, who lay in ambush, sur- 
prised them. 

Mr. Balfour, replying to Harcourt, said the 
instructions the police were now acting under 
were the same they had received when Har- 
court was a member of the Gladstone govern~- 
ment. f[{Cheers.] 

With regard to General Buller, Mr. Bal- 
four said he had always been in perfect har- 
mony With the present government. His ap- 
pointment as under-secretary for Ireland was 
only temporary, and he resigned now simply 
because he desired not to delay his return to 
the war office. [Cries of oh! oh! from the 
Parnellites.} If any one supposed that Buller's 
retirement was due, in the slighest degree, to 
difference of opinion with him (Balfour) the 
supposition was absolutely false. Referring to 
Harcourt’s contention that suppression of 
public meetings was illegal, Mr. Balfour said 
that be did not know at what period 
Sir William lost his knowledge 
of the law, but it was a matter of history that 
under the common law of Ireland, Sir William 
himself acted with Giadstone and Foster in 
proclaiming 130 meetings. [Cheers.| It was 
again and again asserted, when those meetings 
were proclaimed, that the act of 1882 did not 
contain any new powers, The qucstion was 

‘ally not whether the government's action 
was fegal, bat whether it was politic. An im- 


portant element to consider was the condition |

He said it was natura! that the debate should be 
mainly directed to the Mitchelistown outrage, 
but Sir William Vernon Harcourt had perform- 
eda public service in drawing attention to the 
Innis meeting. Mr. Balfour declared that 
the government would persevere in their en- 
deavor to tranquilize Lreland and by a firm 
administration of the law, and by the removal, 
not of grievances—there were none. {Laugh- 
ter. | 

Mr. Balfour here interposed: ‘Injustice’ 
was my word. 

Mr. Gladstone said he was much obliged. 
He saw no difference, but it was best to be 
verbally correct. 

vesuming, Mr. Gladstone protested against 
Mr. Balfour’s statement that he expected hos- 
tility from the opposition and whenever any- 
thing beneticial to Ireland was proposed the 
opposition hailed it with pleasure, and did 
everything possible to furtherit. Despite the 
unwise policy of coercion, which was calcu- 
lated to destroy sccial order, the opposition had 
enjoined upon the Irish people a strict obedi- 
ence to the law, and their advice was more ef- 
fectualin procuring obedience than all the 
government's coercion and constabulary, man- 
aged as it was at Mitchellstown. Mr. Balfour 
had met Sir William Vernon MHarcourt’s 
speech with asimple tu quoque, which was 
usually the resort of persons in a difficult 
position, but which legally meant noth- 
ing. “hat signified it for the pur- 
pese in view, if a later government 
did the same thing. He was not prepared to 
admit that, but ifthey did it was with no ex- 
cuse. The government, on being charged 
with infringing the law, say that those who 
make charges are also culpable under the law. 
Mr. Balfour had enunciated that all liberal 
meetings might be suppressed on the grounds 
that they were called for improper purposes. 
The government had not even attempted to 
show thatthey had acted in conformity with 
the highest legal authority, and with regard 
tethe Mitchelistown affair, which at once 
moved gnd harrowed the feelings of the coun- 
try, Mr. Balfonr’s conduct seemed marked by 
‘a singular rashness and imprudence. it was 
competent for him, under such grave’ circum- 
stances, to decline to enter into 
any discussion till an equally grave inquiry 
had been held. But instead of 
that ho rushed headlong to the conclusion that 
all the police had done was right, and that if 
they had acted otherwise, they would have 
been guilty of a great neglect of duty. & 
long as Mr. Balfour remained in his present 
oftice, they might rely upon it that the same 
course would os persued. Mr. Balfour had 
done allinhis power to bias the case, and 
driven the opposition to state how the facts ap- 
ycared tothem. He reserved his judgment, 
ut he considered that Mr. Balfour's assertions 
were right in the teeth of the fact. From the 
fact that government failed to bring their re- 
porter, as were their duty, to the Mitchells- 
towh meeting, in a way most convenient to al] 
concerned, he could only suppose two expla- 
nations, first, an intention to promote disorder ; 
[Parnellite cheers] which he did not entertain ; 
second, that the authorities exhibited a degree 
of stupidity and negligence such as is rarely 
seen. ‘The responsibility rested, with those 
who committed th@ first error, and it was a 
gross, dangerous error, for a body of police to 
force their way through a dense crowd. There 
was no proof of any attempt to storm the bar- 
racks. On the other hand, the victims were 
two old men and a boy. 

Mr. Gladstore ho ped to hear, before the de- 
bate closed, that this sad and grievous affair, 
which had created a sentiment of horror and 


. disgust throughout the kingdom, had not been 


kept in the dark, but had been probed to the 
bottom. {Parnellite cheers. ] 

He wished he could see either firmness or 
conciliation on the part of the government. 
He feared all that was oceurring in Ireland 
tended to support the contention of the oppo- 
sition; that the government’s legislation was 
directed, not against crime, but against coim- 
bination for the liberty of speech and public 
meeting. He was convinced that the people of 
England would not follow the government’s 
course, which could lead to nothing but dis- 
tress and disaster. [Cheers.| 

Mr. Parnell’s motion to adjourn the debate 

was defeated by a vote of 228 to 87. The attor- 
ney general reproached Mr. Gladstone, who, 
while professing to reserve his judgment, had 
very readily come to the conclusion that the 
police were murderers for having defended the 
government in their action at the Ennis meet- 
ing. * 
Mr. Dillon, who had just arrived from Dub- 
lin, rose and gave his account of the trouble at 
Mitchellstown, and ‘why,’ he said, “if the 
meeting was illegal, had the government bot 
proclaimed it?” He blamed the government 
for departing from the usual custom of asking 
for accommodation for areporter. Never before 
had he seen an attempt, after a meeting 
had commenced, to rush police and reporter 
through the thickest part of a crowd, and the 
first threat of disturbance was — quelled by 
two gentlemen on the pjatiorm, driving their 
own men back from the police by striking 
them with umbrellas; but_ the police, rei- 
forced, made their way by bringing their batous 
to bear on the horses, and using the muzzles of 
their rifles. If the Tipperary men had brought 
their blackthorns they would have;made shoat 
work of the fifty policemen, buta majority 
had only ash riding sticks. 


Mr. Dillon, after further describing the | 


events of the affray, concluded that it was his 
belief that some of the shots were fired in re- 
venge for the blows from which the men were 
sinarting, and others from sheer panic. Meet- 
ings would continue to be held in spite of the 
government’s proclamations, but lie would al- 
ways advise the le to abstain from violence, 

Lord Randol hurchill said he did not 
regret the debate. It would bring vividly 
fore the country the nature of the strugg.e in 
which the government was engaged in Ire- 
land, the difficulties with which they had to 
contend and the resources of their opponents. 
That they had to fight on questions of policy

It has heen said that the country was 
opposed to the government's action, but what 
would bring the government to an end, would 
bea continuance of terror and intimidation, 
which, during the past six , had heen the 
dark feature of Ireland. The goveinment’s 
safety depended upon the trinmph of law. 
(Cheers. ] 

Labouchere said that he had heen in a posi- 
tion to see all that occurred at Mitchellstown. 
Stringent orders were given to the people by 
the leaders to avoid a disturbance. When 
they assembled in the market place, Mr. Dii- 
lon advised that the proceedings be as quiet 
as possible with a view of avoiding a distur- 
bance. There was no objection to the pres- 
ence of a government reporter, but the police 
could not force’ him through the densely pack- 
ed crowd, and they were driven back upon the 
reserve. They then advanced to assault the 
crowd, the affray being begun by a constable 
drawing his sword and wounding a horse. There 
were not at any moment more than _ fifty 
people . fighting the police. There 
were womey and children, in the crowd and 
the men hada perfect right to resist the at- 
tacks. When the police fired there was no 
danger of any of them being attacked, either 
inside or outside the barracks. The police be- 
haved like wild beasts, battering the people 
about without mercy. The chief constable 
showed a deliberate intention to break up the 
meeting. He held thechief constable and res- 
ident magistrate responsible for what had oc- 
curred, and he accused them of deliberate 
murder. [Cheers.] 

Mr. Parnell, in moving the adjournment of 
debate, said it was unreasonable that he should 
be asked to address the house at that late hour. 
He desired, he said, to move an amendment to 
the appropriation bill, demanding that a sworn 
inquiry be made into the Mitchellstown affair, 
whereupon Mr. Smith reminded him that he 
could move such an amendment on the third 
reading of the bill. 

After a division on Mr. Parnell’s motion to 
adjourn, Mr. Bradlaugh continued the debate. 
He characterized the doctrines of Balfour and 
Churchill as to the rights of the government 
and individuals as monstrous. The English 
people, he said, were growing indignant at the 
treatment of Ireland. He regretted that the 
leaders of the opposition had not submitted a 
direct vote of censure on the government for 
their conduct in the Mitchellstown affair.

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O'BRIEN IN PRISON. 


Enthusiastic Reception of the Prisoner in 
Dublin—A Small Liot. 

Dupuy, September 12.—Mr. William 
O’Brien, who was arrested at Kingstown yes- 
terday, was conveyed to Mitchellstown this 
morning in the custody of an officer. He was 
accompanied by Mr. Timothy Harrington and 
his counsel, ir. O’Brien emphatically denies 
that he boarded a steamer at Kingston to 
avoid arrest, his object being simply to see Mr. 
Labouchere, who was about to leave for Lon- 
don. 

Mr. O’Brien was enthusiasticaily received 
by a large crowd on his arrival at Limerick. In 
an address, Mr. O’ Brien said he never went on 
a journey which promised better for the cause 
of Ireland than the one he was now making’ 
The government might close his lips, but thero 
was a spirit leftin Lreland today that all bay- 
onets at their command could not silenee. 

The mayor, members of the municipality 
end many prominent citizens met Mr. O’ Brien 
at the depot. I'wo hundred policemen and a 
strong force of military escorted Mr. O’ Brien 
to the court house where a formal charge was 
made against him and he was remanded to 
jail. The streets were crowded with people. 
‘The mayor complained to Magistrate Gardiner 
of the presence of military and police, which 
he said, were not needed and were calculated 
to irritate the populace. The streets through 
which O’Brien was taken to jail were lined 
with troops. A stone were thrown at the po- 
lice, escorting Mr. O’Brien, and several of 
them wounded. The police then charged the 
crowd, using their batons freely, and injuring 
many of the spectators. 

Ata meeting of the corporation today the 
lord mayor made a speech, in which he de- 
nounced the government terrorism in Ireland. 
Tie described the action of the authorities at 
Ballycoree and Mitchellstown as murderous, 
and suggested that the matter be referred in 
parliament to the committee of the whole 
house. He expressed sympathy with Mr. 
O’Brien. Lesolutions in accordance with the 
lord mayor’s sentiments wee carried, there 
being but one dissenting vote. 

The moonlighters last night murdered Con- 
stable Whelheam, and mortaliy wounded 
another officer, near Ennis, county Clair. 
Whelheam was killed with a bludgeon. An 
assault occurred at Lisdoonnara. <A constable 
who was present when Whelheam was killed, 
states that twelve policemen had waited in 
concealment in a house, where they learned 
from anoymous sources a number of moon- 
lighters would gather. When the moon- 
lighters came they were admitted and the 
door closed and locked after them. Then a 
fierce fight took place ina smalilroom. There 
was no firing. Five moonlighters were arrest- 
ed; two others escaped.9 

At Ballyporen, Tipperary, last evening, a 
riot broke out in a pu lic house ard the police 
used their batons freely on the rioters. The 
latter, after a tussle, compelled the police to 
retreat to their barracks, from which a few 
shots were fired at the crowd, No one was in- 
jured, however. Several rioters were arrested.

Bulgaria's Prince Delighted With His Ke- 
ception—His Views. 

Paris, September 12.—The Figaro publishes 
a letter written by Prince Ferdinana express- 
ing delight at his enthusiastic reception in 
Bulgaria. The prmee says he believes the 
people of the country are thoroughly attached 
tohim. He complains of the opposition of the 
three great powers and regards their war 
against him as cruel and unjust. He hopes to 
rescue Bulgaria from the crisisin which she 
is placed and is resolved to do his duty whuat- 
ever happens. A dispatch to the Journal Des 
Debats, from Bucharest, says that ex-Premier 
Radoslaroff and several otlicers have been ar- 
rested in Bulgaria for connection with an 
alleged military plot.

THE NEW CLUE. 


Which the Savannah Officers Have Found 
to the Beaulieu Murder. 

SAVANNAH, Ga.,September 12.—[{Special.]— 
An entirely new clue in the Beaulieu murder 
mystery was reported to-day. Dr. Dpuont, 
who lives between Sandy Fly station and the 
Isle of Hope, furnished it. He wrote a letter 
this morning to Captain J. H. Johnson, of the 
City and Suburban railway, telling him about 
a strange man and woman who were in the 
neighborhood of the Isle of Hope,. and who 
disappeared suddenly about two weeks ago. 
The woman'was very light and was taken by 
some to be white. Her companion was a 
large negro who had a prominent lump over 
one of hiseyes. The woman went out into 
the country on the City and Suburban road, 
riding in the colored car. 

There is no information about her companion 
until after she arrived. She stopped at the 
house of an old darky named Tom Johnson,who 
lives near the Isle of Hope. She took in washing 
for several families, and stayed in the netigh- 
borhood for a couple of weeks. The last seen 
of her she was with the negro mentioned 
above, on the Beaulieu road. What became of 
them isnot known. Dr. Dupont thinks it is 
quite likely that she was the woman who was 
killed. She had long brown hair which she 
wore braided. It seems that when inquiry was 
made at the place where she stopped a girl 
who lived there refused to say anything, and 
acted suspiciously. Johnson’s wife, however, 
talked freely, and it is believed gave enongh 
information to make a strong case against the 
negro now suspected. Coroner Dixon was in- 
formed this morning of this last clue, and it 
will be worked up.

ONE WHITE MAN KILLS ANOTHER.

It is said that the wounded 
man shouted pitifully until assistance came to 
his relief. He also hada pistol in his grasp 
when found, and it is believed that he had 
taken this position to shoot Brooks as he 
passed. He died late tonight.

Mr. Fifer Teaches Young Mr. Sullivan a 


Lesson. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 12.—[Special.]— 
Last night on the train leaving Tybee about 8 
o’clock, there was quite a commotion caused in 
one of the passenger coaches which came near 
resulting very seriously.

Mr. Fifer 
stated that the boy, along with others, was so 
boisterons that they annoyed his wife, and that 
having asked the conductor to make them be- 
have themselves, and frequently 
ing himself to do so, he 
last became exasperated and grabbed the 
first boy he could, and was merely frightening 
him, not intending to shove him out of the 
window. Parties present, however, say that 
he had the boy by the throat and heels, and if 
they had not interfered he no doubt would 
have succeeded in killing him. The boy’s 
neck is very much swollen teday from the 
eifects of the choking. Immediately on the 
arrival of the train Mr. Sullivan had Deputy 
Sheriffs Hanley and Franklin to arrest Fifer, 
and he was lodged in the police barracks for 
safe keeping until this morning, when he had 
a warrant issued by Justice Molina, charging 
him with assault with intent to murder. He 
was brought before the justice, and afterwards 
tendered bail for his appearance at term of the 
superior court to answer for the offense.

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The Catholic University. 

The new Catholic university, to be lo- 
cated in Washington, will be eventually 
one of the best equipped educational insti- 
tutions in this country. 

A beautiful site with ample grounds has 
been secured. It adjoins the Soldiers’ 
Home, and is sufficiently removed from the 
city toinsure the dignified repose which the 
surroundings of a university should have. 
Work will be begun in a few weeks on the 
‘‘divinity building’ which is to cost about 
$200,000. Several other buildings will be 
constructed as soon as this is finished. The 
university will undoubtedly be placed on a 
firm financial footing. Miss Mary Gwendo- 
line Caldwell began its endowment witha 
gift of $500,000, It was reported that she 
had withdrawn her gift because Bishop 


Spalding, of Peoria, Il., whe has been the 
chief spiritin the movement to establish 
the university, was not chosen as its rector. 
This statement, however, is authoritatively 
denied. The generous donation of Miss 
Caldwell will doubtless prompt others, and 
as the work progresses the coffers of the 
university will be filled, 

Bishop John J. Keane,of Richmond, Va., 
has been appointed rector of the university.

Protecting Public t.i. ds. 

One of the worst abuses that grew wp 
under the lax and corrupt administration of 
the republican party was the waste of pub- 
lie lands. Millions of acres were obtained 
by the unjust usurpation of land grant rail- 
roads, and private Jand grabbing became a 
profession. It has been only two years and a 
half since the democratic administration 
began, but it has already wrought great ree 
form in the control of the public domain. 
President’s Cleveland’s Guilford Miller let- 
ter alone will protect a host of settlers 
against the greed of the railroads who 
claimed their homesteads. Secretary La- 
mar has restored to the government and 
thrown open to settlers great areas of land 
which had been held on fraudulent claims. 

But though much has been done, the 
work is only fairly begun. It required an 
immense amount of labor and patience to 
get things into shape in the land office after 
twenty-four years of mismanagement. The 
entire public land system is to be thorough- 
ly overhauled. Its record on this question 
commends the Cleveland administration to 
the confidence of the people. It is proof of 
the presence of honesty and capacity where 
they were sadly needed when this adminis- 
tration came into power. 

Another laudable reform in the control of 
the publie lands is suggested by Mr. Fer- 
now, chief of the forestry division of the ag- 
ricultural department. He estimates that 
fhe forest area owned by the United States 
represents a capital of at least $250,000,000 
and that there is an annual loss by fire of 
&8,000,000. Mr. Fernow suggests that the 
government withdraw this forest area from 
sale and pre-emption, and that a sufficient 
number of reliable men be employed to pro- 
tect the timber from ravages by fire and ax. 

The report shows that tlie cost of this pro- 
tection would be small as compared to the 
loss sustained by the government under the 
present lack of protection to its woodlands. 

One-third the amount of the average an- 
nual loss properly applied would give the 
supervision necessary to safety. Many of 
the forests could be improved by judicious 
thinning out and a considerable sum could 
thus be realized to the government by the 
sale of timber. 

The report is full of practical suggestions. 
V’hile the people in all the states are begin- 
ning to realize the great importance of for- 
estry, the févernment should not neglect its 
magnificent timber lands. 
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THE most interesting premium list we 
have seen comes from Opelika, where the 
Kast Alabauia fair will be held, beginning 
October 24th.

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WAS PHQUAKE? 

A Rather Remarkable Occurrence in Nash- 
ville, 

Dr. W. P. Harrison in Southern Methodist Review, 


After making a furtive attempt 60 escape 
the overpowering heat of the latter part of July, the 
writer reiurne’ (o pick up some of the d:opped 
threads of labor at the publishing hos. It was 
in “the woe sma'hour ayont the twal,”’ to-wit, fifteen 
minutes toone o'clock on hs morning ofthe second 
day of August. Sitting in an easy chair, with a con 
venient writing-tablet resting uson his knees, and 
pen in hand, a singular sound aroused attention, 
The eastern and western windows were open.

Asaccurately as we can liken 
the sensation ofthe ‘‘shaking’’ in tie chair, it re- 
sembled the effect produced by a steamer passing 
over the “boiling }:t’’ in the Tennesse river at cer- 
tain stages ofthe water. There was a distinct ap- 
proach and epually distinct departure of the dis- 
turbing force, whatcver it may ] ave been.

Senator Powell Wants ‘‘Liquor 
Dispensers”? Appointed. 


SKETCH OF A VERY PECULIAR BILL, 


In Each Prohibition County a “Dispenser” 
to be Appointed to Handle Liquors for 
Medicinal and Sacramental Uses. 

Mr. Powei,] of the 22nd district, introduced 
in the senate yesterday a bill that has a de- 
cided bearing upon the prohibition question. 
Mr. Powell lives in Barnesville where the local 
option law isin force. 

It is supposed that the bill is intended to 
remedy the defects in the existing prohibi- 
tion law. The bill provides that in each city 
or town in which the courthouse is located of 
each county affected by the operations of the 
local option law, there shall be kept at the 
courthouse alcoholic and malt liquors for medic- 
inal purposes and wines for sacramental pur- 
poses, tobe in charge of an ofiicer appointed 
by the judge of the superior court, said officer 
or dispenser, as he is called in the bill, to be 


_ selected for known integrity and sobriety. 


It shall be the duty of the grand jury of each 
county to select such physician as it believes 
to be upright and reputable, who shall be au- 
thorized to give certificates to such person» as 
are in need of whisky, said certificate to spec- 
ify the name, age, and complaint of party 
wanting the liquors, the kind, quality, quan- 
tiiv, and price of the liquor wanted, and the 
dispenser, if he sells the liquor to holder of 
such certificate, shall enter the various facts 
in certificate in a book kept forthe purpose. 
The dispenser can reject any certiticate for 
good reasons, and cannot be he!d then or after- 
wards responsible for the’same. He is required 
to make a weekly report of the quantity, 
quality, and amount of liquor sold each week 
to city or town authorities. He is required to 
keep pure liquors, and must sell the same at a 
price only sufficient to pay the expense of 
handling it. ; 

Minors cannot obtain liquors under any cir- 
cuinstances without written consent of parents 
or guardians, 

The transactions at the dispensary, as the 
place is named in the bill,shall be strictly upon 
the cash basis. ; 

If a phy-ician issues a certificate and it 1s 
afterwards ascertained that said certificate was 
fraudulently issued, the clreumstances of the 
case not justifying the application, the physi- 
cian will be forever debarred henceforth from 
issuing certificates. 

he above provisions are the leading features 
of the bill introduced by Mr. Powell. There 
are certain minor details connected with the 
bill that scrve to carry out its operation. In 
conversation with Mr. Powell yesterday, he 
said tha*the effect of the bill was merely to 
amend ihe local option law so as to allow 
liquor to be sold for medicinal or sacramental 
purpos(sin counties where the local option 
act now entirely prohibited it. 

His idea was that the measure should more 
properly be introduced as an amendment, and 
he was free to confess that in its present form 
the bill did not fully and completely meet his 
views in all its details; but that he consented 
to its introduction yesterday in order that it 
might be referred to the committee when it 
could be amended and perfected. 

The senate listened with close attention to 
the first reading of the bill yesterday, but there 
was no comment upon it from senators. It is 
not known what fate the bill will meet with. 

A prominent member of the house remarked 
yesterday that his county was working under 
the operations of a measure that was somewhat 
similar and that appeared to give general 
satisfaction.

The real need of the southis industrial 
schools, especially for the negroes. They need 
to be tanght to be blacksmiths, masons, car- 
penters, and the like; and the women to be- 
come seamstresses, cooks, or milliners. *The 
truth is that higher education is no use to the 
southern negro, exceptin very fewcases. I 
wish I could impress that on every negro in the 
country. Understand me, Ll aman earnest 
friend ot education. I built the first free school 
for colored people inthe south. I had two, 
one for whites and one for negroes, and I would 
not let a man work forme that did not send 
his children to school. But when a negro gets 
much more than a rudimentary educa- 
tion he has no market for his knowledge. The 
race cannot support many of them in the 
learned prof ssions. ‘The only opening for the 
men is in politics, and then, I regret to say, 
they are commonly for sale to the highest bid- 
der. The§women try to find occupation but 
can’t get; they become disceuraged; they will 
not marry plantation hands; many of them be- 
come disreputable. The negroes must sooner 
or later come to understand that the pro- 
fessional men of their race will be supported 
only by their race, and that cannot be done 
until they become property holders toa greater 
extent. Their best opportunity for accumu- 
lating property is through skilled labor, and 
through that they must rise. There must bea 
money or property basis to support an educated 
class.”’

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THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Preduce. 
Special to The Constitution, 

CHICAGO, September 12—Wheat was quiet end 
uninteresting today. Outside speculation was en- 
tirely lacking and local traders saw no good reason 
for loading themselves. Prices averaged slightly 
lower, and the influences tending to weaken the 
market were considerably larger. The receipts at 
Minneapolis anticipated an increase in the visible 
supply and tke posting of wheat in New York as out 
of ccnlition. Aside from the selling of a moderate 
quantity early in the day, the speculative offerings 
were light, and there was no special desire to real- 
ize. October opened Y%e lower at 697¢e, and sold 
down to. (9\4@6% ce, at which figure it closed. 

Corn was t} e article in which most of the specula- 
tion centered today, though it was not very active, 
Local shorts bid the market up on themselves early 
on unusually large shipments, but their wants were 
all supplied by a prominent local operator, who sold 
very freely of both September and May. The an- 
nouncement of au increase of 270,000 bushels in the 
visible supply at noon scemed to have no effect 
whateyer. October sold at 42\4%c up to 42i¢c, down 
to 42e, then upto 42\4ce, reacted, and closed at 42c. 

Oats were rather slow and heavy with spelacutive 
trading very light and confined principally to May. 
Prices did not change materially. 

Provisions were weaker, and trading dragged all 
day. Hogs were lowerat the yards. Scalpers un- 
loaded all the market would take, and the result 
was a decline of 1744¢c on January pork, 5c on. lard 
aud 7'4c on January short ribs, October remaining 
steady.

Governor Gordon was busy yesterday with 
a large amount of correspondence that accu- 
mulated during his attendance upon the con- 
Vict investigation. A large amount of busi- 
ness was transacted. Tonight, the governor 
and staff leave for Philadelphia to attend the 
Constitutional centennial. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 


GOVERNOR GORDON FOR the past few days 
has had an immense amount of correspon- 


dence,and he has been compelled to devote . 


considerable attention to it. Yesterday he 
succeeded in clearing his table of a large num- 
ber of letters and managed to catch up with 
the more pressing part of his correspondence. 
During the sitting of the court investigating 
the convict lease system, the governor’s whole 
time and attention was given to that, and it 
was because of those duties that he got behind 
in his correspondence, . 

YESTERDAY AFTERNOON the official commis- 
sion, as judge of the Macon judicial circuit, 
was given to Judge George W. Gustin. It 
will be remembered that Judge Gustin took 
the oath of office last Friday, but did not fe- 
ceive his commission until yesterday. The 
judge was passing through Atlanta en route 
home, and called at the capitol yesterday for 
the official document. The commission is en- 

raved on parchment, the name and dates 

ing written in ordinary pen writing. The 

new judge will hold his first court within the 
next ten days. 

GOVERNOR GorpDon has received an invita- 
tion from the president of the southern forestry 
congress to attend the third annual congress of 
that body, at Huntsville, Ala., on the 26th day 
of October. It is not known what disposition 
the governor will make of the invitation, the 
time of meeting being too far removed at pres- 
ent to permit him to tell whether his public 
duties will allo# him to attend. The gover- 
nor is understood to be in full sympathy with 
the work of the congress, and will no doubt be 
present if he can tind the time, and can do so 
Without neglecting public duties. 

It SEEMS TO BE pretty well taken for grant- 
ed by the people génerally that the general 
assenibly will pass the pardon beard bill. This 
bill provides for three pardon commissioners, 
to be appointed by the governor. The board 
is only temporary, lasting until July, 1858, but 
the pay is sufficientto make it an object of 
some consideration, the members receiving 
the same mileage as members of the legislature 
and $6 per diem. Already it appears that 
applications aie being received by (he governor 
for places on the board, as a well inowa gen- 
tleman who frequently get* on to news in the 
executive otiice said yesterday thatthe gov- 
ernor was in alinost daily receipt of applica- 
tious. The namesof those applying could 
not be ascertained. 

PRINCIPAL KEEPER TowmrRs said yesterday 
that nothing had been heard of the four con- 
victs who eseaped from the camp on the 
Augusta Chattanooga railroad. The 
strange part of the story is that the guard who 
had charge of the prisoners made off also, and 
has not been heard froin. It appears that his 
flight was due entirely to fear, as it is not sup- 
posed by any one that there was any eollusion 
between him and the escaped convicts. The 
law requires every lessee to pay to the state 
the sum of two hundred dollars for each con- 
vict that escapes, and W. B. Lowe & Co. will 
thus lose #500 by this escape. Sixty days are 
given the lessee within which to pay this 
amount, that time being intended to give him 
an opportunity to recapture the men.

Under the old law governing the 
inspection of oil in this state it is charged that 
inspectors made fees out of their office aggre- 
gating several thousands of dollars each year.

One of the dryest and dullest sessions in the 
history of the board of police commission Was 
held last night in the office of the chief of 
police at the city prison. 

During the session the eight hour system 
was considered. 

The meeting was called to order at 7 o’clock 
by Chairman English. Commissioners Mar- 
tin, Brotherton and Stevens were present, as 
also was Mayor Cooper. 

The chairman called upon the special com- 
mittee appointed to look into the feasibility of 
the eight hour system forareport. The com- 
mittee was composed of Messrs. Martin, Gold- 
smith and Stevens, commissioners, and Chief 
of Police Connolly. Mr. Martin, as chairman, 
submitted a lengthy report, to which the 
names of the entire committee except Mr. 
Stevens, was attached. That gentleman sub- 
mitted a minority report. The majority re- 
port read: 

Your committee app inted to consider and re- 
port upon the advisability of changing the 
police force of the city from two watches 
of twelye hours each to three watches 
of eight hours each, beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing: We are of the opinion, if possible, such a change 
should be made, We believe it would render the 
wolice servic e of the city more efficient and put new 
ife into its members during the entire time they are 
on duty. The men putting in eight hours while en- 
tirely fresh, would necessarily be more active and 
vigilant. Itisreasonable to supjo:;e that during 
aid time their labors would be untiring. <A force 
cept unremittingly on their feet for twelve honrs, 
however faithful, will necessarily be hampered with 
weariness and fatigue. It would seem to be humane 
if this change could be made.
